Should it 
be a 14-foot canal for canalboat? of 
large size, or a 20-foot ship canal or a 
30-foot ocean steam er proposition, so 
that great ocean freighters might load 
at lake ports and unload iu Europe? 
All the questions have now been an­ 
swered. For two years the Georgian 
Bay Canal Commission of Canada has 
been studying every phase of the en­ 
terprise and it is now preparing the 
plans for the building of the canal. 
It is to be a ship canal, providing a 
continuous and easily na\igable water­ 
way, with a minimum depth of 21 b*et. 
from Georgian Bay to tidewater. The 
cost is estimated at about $102,000,000. 
The fact is, there is very little canal 
to build. Some long stretches in the 
rivers must be canalized at large »*x- 
ponses and about thirty miles of rocky 
barrier and a few mud and sawdust 
banks must be removed, but the whole 
cost of connecting the lake ports with 
the ocean will scarcely exceed the ap­ 
propriation of New York state for the 
improvement of the Erie canal. 
Sir Wilfrid Lauder is reported as 
saying that as soon as the first instal­ 
ment of money is provided he will 
have the work begun at once. 
This -dill be the nearest approach to 
an air line water route between the 
lakes and the Atlantic for which nat­ 
ure has provided facilities.

East of the lake is the divide, which 
is only about two miles wide and a 
few feet above Nipissing. Then the de­ 
scent begins through two small lakes 
and the Mattawa river, which drops 
150 feet into the broad bosom of the 
stately Ottawa. This river, obstructed 
by some stretches of rapids and banks 
of sawdust, is otherwise broad 
and 
deep and will carry the lake fleet to 
the St. law rence a lit tie above Mont 
real. 
Producers and shippers in states ef 
the union bordering the lakes have 
taken a great interest in this project 
because it promises to give them the 
shortest and cheapest water route to 
the Atlantic. Not a few western rail­ 
road men are also in hearty sympathy 
with the enterprise.

Lake Nlplssing and the 
Mattawa, Ottawa and St Lawrence 
rivers Into the Atlantic This is the 
verj route that Champlaln followed 
when he reached the inland scab and 
ga/ed over their vast expanse 


Over this route for centuries passed 


all tho traffic between the Canada of 
the early days and the western out 
pobts of the Hudson s Ka> companj 
and this Is, lo be the route of 
the 


Geoigiau 
lay canal which Canada 


now propobCb to build and which will 
be bv far the shoitest waterway bo 
tween the laKps and the ocean 


The pioject has been in the air foi 


>ears but nut till now has it taken 
definite fehape Many quebtionb have 
been Involved and among them the 
form the canal should take Should it 
he a 14 foot can.ll lot canalboat? of 
large si7e, or a 20 foot ship canal or a 
30 foot ocean steamer proposition so 
that great ocean freighters might load 
at lake poift* and unload in Europe7 


All the questions have now been an 


swered 
For two yeiin> the Geofgian 


Bay Canal Commission of Canada has 
been studying eveiy phase of the en 
teijirlbe antl it iB now preparing the 
(ilanb for the buiidlng of the canal 


It Ib to be a ship canal, providing a 


continuous and easllv navigable water 
wa>, with a minimum depth of 21 teet 
from Georgian Bay to titlew atcr The 
cost Is estimated at about J10r» 000 000 


Tho fact is, there Is verv little canal 


to build Some long stretches in the 
livers mubt be canalUcd at laige ex 
penses and about thirty miles of rockv 
barrier and a few mud and bawdubt 
banks must be removed, but the whole 
cost of connecting the lake ports with 
the ocean will scarcely exceed the ap 
propriation of New \ ork state for the

Monti eal will be about 103 hours. The 
time between Chicago and New York 
by the lakes and improved Erie canal 
route is estimated at 193 hours. The 
distance between Montreal and Lon- 
don js 2 S20 miles and between New 
York and London 3,130 miles. 


It is expected that the new canal 


will have a wonderful influence upon 
the development of the Ottawa river 
It is estimated that with the comple 
lion of the canal the water

available along the river will be al 
most as great as that of Niagara, acd 
for electrical purposes it will be fat 
superior to Niagara, because the pow 
er at tl-ose falls Is confined to a radius 
of about 50 miles, while the Ottawa 
river affords water power along 40X1 
miles at convenient distances.
